
Claim Amendments 
Claims 75 and 78 have been amended to recite the hops as being "hop solids 
which have been pre-extracted with a non-polar inorganic or organic solvent". This 
amendment has a basis at page 9, lines 12-15 of the application as filed. Claims 76 
and 79 have been amended to recite the hops as being pre-extracted with 
liquid/supercritical carbon dioxide. This amendment has a basis at page 11, lines 19-23 
of the application as filed. 

35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Amended independent claims 75 and 78 now recite the extract as being from hop 
solids which have been pre-extracted with a non-polar inorganic or organic solvent. 
This type of extraction removes hop soft resin (alpha-acids and beta-acids), oils and 
waxes from hops (see page 11, lines 19-25 of the application). 

Upon review of Murtaugh, it is apparent that the extracts of Murtaugh are 
prepared using polar solvents, that is, methanol and water. The extracts of Murtaugh 
include high levels of alpha-acids and beta-acids as shown in Table Nos. 5 & 6 and in 
fact, Murtaugh teaches that high levels of alpha-acids and beta-acids are desirable (see 
page 4, last paragraph of Murtaugh). Thus, Murtaugh teaches away from an additive 
that has been processed to remove alpha-acids and beta-acids as in the invention of 
amended claims 75 and 78. Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that amended claims 
75 and 78 (and claims 76-77 and 79-80 that depend thereon) are patentable over 
Murtaugh.

of the glycosides are converted to aglycones by breaking the attachment of the sugar 
moiety to the aglycone moleculeM , wherein the hops are hop solids which have been 
pre-extracted with a non-polar inorganic or organic solvent. - - 

79. (Amended) The additive of claim 78, wherein the hops are hop solids 
which have been pre-extracted with liguid/supercritical carbon dioxide . - -
